Geu, McClellan was not mistaken when he 
said that we should have no more Bull Run 
affairs, for although considerable time has 
been consumed in perfecting the organization 
of the grand army of the Potomac, it is now 
pronounced to be thoroughly disciplined and 
fully prepared for any emergency. The re- 
sult of the battle at Winchester proves the 
truth of this assertion. The Union troops 
fought against large odds, but their courage 
and gallantry wore fully equal to the demand 
upon thorn, and tho triumph was as com- 
plete as it was glorious to our arms. The 
roLliv© strength of the two armies is repor- 
ted to have b-:en 8, OCX) F lorals to 12,000 
Confederates. The route was so complote, 
that a panic and flight equal to that at Bull 
Run was the conscience. 

The loss on both sides y.hs heavy, but 
mneli larger on the Confederate side than on 
that of the Foderals. A dispatch from 
Winchester, of the 26th, says: — “We have 
buried all the rebel dead who have been 
brought to town. Eighty-live were buried 
on the battle field and one hundred and 
twenty three on the road side between hero 
and Strasburg. Tho Federal loss is stated 
at about 65 killed, and 125 wounded, whilo 
the wounded on the Confederate side is put 
down at four times that number. 

The fight occurred on Sunday last, there 
having been some picket skirmishiog the 
day beforo. The attack was made by Jack- 
son, the General in command of the rebel 
forces. It is stated that Gen. Johnston was 
to have joined Jackson at Strasburg, but he 
subsequently sent him word that he could 
not until MonJay night. Their combined 
forces would have numbered 25,000 or 30,- 
<XX). Their object was £o keep Banks from 
moving' to another point, 'but Jackson having 
received false information to the effect that 
nearly all the Federal troops had left Win- 
chester, hazarded this fatal advance alone. 

Gen. Shields, who commanded the Feder- 
al lorces in porsoD, was wounded during the 
fight, a fragment of a shell striking him on 
the upper part of the left arm, shattering the 
bone and producing a compound fracture. 
Amputation, it was feared, would become 
necessary, but we are gratified to learn by 
later advices that his arm will probably be 
saved. The gallant General remained on the 
field, after being wounded, giving his orders 
until the close of the fight, when he was 
conveyed to the residence of Mr. George Se- 
vers formerly connected wiih the Farmers 
Bankof Winchester. lie received his mound at 
the first fire on Saturday evening, in a tkir 
mish between tho pickets; hut continued 
cheerful and in good spirits all the while un- 
til the enemy wero repulsed. 

The latest information from Winchester 
Btates that our pickets extended four miles 
beyond Strasburg. Jackson’s forces wero 
out of sight.

Fruit IltNTs. — 1 havo met with decided 
success in using tobacco siems as a preven- 
tive for the peach borer. Frcqent examina- 
tions since early last Spring have revealed 
but ono borer. I renow the supply of stems 
as often as I deem advisable, and find no in- 
jury to the roots from them. I have also 
acted on Miss Morris’ hint relative to the 
application of saltpetre, alum or salt, as 
special manures for the peach, and with 
piomising results. I sprinkle them on the 
soil to within about a foot of the trunk of the 
tree. 

My trees, which were inclined to be sickly 
and of puny growth, aro now iu splendid 
condition, and this season made very strong, 
healthy growth, and from summor pruning 
are sending out strong, thick branches, setno 
sweeping nearly to the ground, affording 
complete protection to tbo trunk from the 
scorching sun. 

Last season I used Gishurst’s compound 
for slugs on my pear and cherry trees. This 
season 1 have used nothing but whale oi 
soap, which I find quite as eff^et'ual and 
rnora beneficial to my trees^es it gives a 
healthy, bright color to tbe>ark, and keeps 
the leaves fresh-looking and free from spots. 
I apply it ODce a week or fortnight, as they 
may require, and the expense is but little 
moro than that of common soap, costing 
here five to six '..'d a quarter cents a pound.

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LETTER FROM COL. PRICE’S REGI- 
MENT. 

As many of the members of t'aa 21st 
Kentucky regiment hail from thie city and 
vicinity, and have numerous friends here, 
the following lottor will be read with inter- 
est. Wo rre not at all surprised to learn 
hat Col. Price is getting on bravely with 
nia men, and is growing daily in populority. 
Jis reception by the regiment is handsomely 
described in tho letter, and Will afford no 
little gratification to tho friends of the Col- 
onel in this city and vicinity. We had no 
doubt from the first that ho would be well 
received, and knew he had tho capacity to 
make an efficient officer, as he will. That 
tho gallant young men who volunteered un- 
der the lamented Col. Dudley, should find 
in his successor a person altogether accepta- 
ble tb them, is not only gratifying to us but 
to those who are more immediately interest- 
ed in the regiment: 

Nasuvillk, Tesx., March-24, 1862. 
Editor Observer dj- Reporter: 

Dear Sir: Certain that tho Twenty- 
first has many friends in and around Lex- 
ington" who feel an interest in their welfare, 
and as those friends may not have access to 
tho few letters from camp to families at home, 

1 shall, without apologies for crude manner 
of writing, try and give you a short oarra 
live of our voyage and adventures by the 
wayside to this (flaee. 

Of tho condition of the 21st, before death 
removed tho dearly loved Chief whom we 
volunteered to follow Ihraugh weal or woe, 
\you, I believe, are advised, and shall only 
speak of subsequent events. Sickness bad 
already thinned our ranks, and after Col. 
Dudley’s dealh man* of the officers hbscDted 
themselves from camp on different pleas, and 
for a time the common restraints of military 
life seemed gone. The men denied furloughs, 
left in squads in the night, till of our once 
gallant regiment scarce two hundred men 
could have been mustered for parade or ser- 
vice. Nor could one well blame these meD 
— many of them, you aro aware, are from 
the Southern border of Kentucky. Forced 
to fly from home, they joined the National 
army. Tboy had been a long timo in camp, 
and naturally yearned to soo the loved ones 
from whom they had been so long absent. 

Gloomy enough was the view on every 
side, and the news of Col. S. W. Price’s ap- 
pointment to the command was hailed with 
joy by the men of the 21st wfco kDew him, 
and when he quietly dropped into camp one 
fine afternoon, the boys from the Blue Grass 
region flocked to him and gave him such a 
hearty welcome, that tho Borderers, who 
knew ncthingof him, were willing to give him 
a fair trial. The way he has moved things up 
has already made him a favorite with them, 
and just at this timo we are the best dressed 
and best looking set of men in the service. 

Herewith I send you a copy of Col. Price’s 
first order and address to his new command. 
And since assuming the leadership he has 
perseverisgly pressed on every measure to 
advance the health and efficiency of the regi- 
ment. Fortune, too, seemed to favor our 
new Colonel, for with him came orders to 
move on, giving now life and spirit to tho6e 
in camp, while many of the absent hurried 
back or joined us on tho way. Others are 
daily comiog down from their Kentucky 
homes to share the dangers of their com- 
rades in arms. So you may assure folks at 
home that, with Col. Price and Maj. J. C 
Evans to lead them, the 21st will give a good 
account of themselves wherever the powers 
that be may send them. / 

We left Columbia without a single feeling - 
of regret, except for some of our poor boys 
left b«tnnd, who were too ill to follow in our 
march. The journey to Crceisliorough 
(eighteen miles) was made by easy marches 
in two days, unmarked by any incidents of 
note, excepting that the people of this sec- 
tion greeted us more cordially and showed 
more kindness to the soldiers than any other 
country I’ve beon through. We were en- 
camped at Creelsborough one day, and tho 
next shipped on steamer# sent up from Nash- 
ville to carry the 3d Kentucky, Col. Bram- 
lette, an Ohio bittery of 4 light pieces, and 
the 21st. Our fleet consisted of the May 
Duke, Gen. Anderson, John A. Fisher, Char- 
ter, Commerce and Wm. H. Baird. The 
May Duke led the van with the battery, and 
the Anderson, freighted with ’companies D 
and E ot the 21st and a part of the 3j Ky., 
with Colonels Bramlette and Price on board, 
brought up the rear. In this order we pro- 
ceeded down the river to Meigsville, a -small 
town over the Tennessee border, where the 
fleet tied up for the night. The next day 
the officers and men of the boats began to 
talk of dangers ahead, and we found they 
had a pretty genera! scare among them. — 
Morgau was to sink us all, lock, stock and 
barrel, whilo the Texas Rangers were to give 
us a parting volley as we started to the other 
world. The region of Carthago and Rome 
was the “Castlo Dangerous" of our journey, 
ar.d the end of our trip into Dixie. The 
next afternoon wo passed Carthage — some 
old secesh rascal standing on the bank be- 
hind some women hurrahed for Jeff. Davis. 
Had he been from under petticoat protection 
it is doubtful what kind of a reply some of 
tbe mountaineers of ihe 3d would have sent 
him, but having all but his head hid behind 
women secureJ him exemption. A few

One lustv old farmer 
shouted his joy, and hallooed to us “for God 
sake to send him up some coffee.” Tho 
whole journey was one of scenes of beauty, 
and few who make the trip down Cumber- 
land river but will /eel well repaid by tbe 
glorious views that meet the oye at every 
turn. 

As the Andersou cam3 in front of the 
town of Iloaie, some men standing on the 
bank had some remarkably spunky individ- 
uals among them, who hurrahed for Jeff. 
Davis. There were no women hero to screen 
them, and some of the wild fellows from 
the hills seemed to think them fair game 
under tho circumstances. Crack went a 
rifle from ihe upper deck, anotbor and an- 
other followed, when down wont our friends 
on the shore on all fours and scrambled be- 
hiod the sandhills in a burry. The Nash- 
ville papers give a story of women and chil- 
dren in this affair. There were neither. Nor 
do 1 think any one was hurt, as I was on 
the afier guard nighest to them and saw none 
fali, but went off afterwards at a rapid rate 
on all fours. It is only justice to Col. Bram- 
lette to add that he promptly stopped the 
shooting by drawing his pistol and threaten- 
ing to blow out the next man’s brains who 
tired. As to women and children I baw a' 
dozen or more standing some fifty yards 
down stream on tbe bank — not one moved, 
coufidontthat whatever beftl men who raised 
traitorous shouts, they were sale.

The News. — Hot woik seems to be in 
progress at the famous Island No. 10. The 
actual bombardment of that stronghold cer- 
tainly commenced on Friday in earnest, ihe 
firing on that day being quite heavy, the reb- 
el! opening from a new battery mountt-d, it 
is supposed, with 128 -pounders. The enemy 
could be seen cutting away tho trees, and 
rapiJly pushing forward other means of de 
ease. They seem to have no idea of evacu- 
ting at present, and are daily getting more 
cannon in position. Word reached the licet 
on Sunday night that four rebel gunbosts. 
partly clad with railroad iron, had appeared 
below Point Pleasant, but, as General Pope's 
batteries cxtond almost in a continuous line 
for fifteen miles, it is not believed they can 
force a pissago. The fact is, the rebels are 
completely hemmed in, aBd it is our firm 
conviction that the same fate awaits them 
there that befel them at Fort Donelson, and 
but a short time will elapse before they are 
in the possession of Commodore Foote — 
men, munitions of war and everything. — 
This I.-dand is literally tho wall protecting 
lemphis, and it must fall, and will — and 
that rebellious city will fall next. 

The points between the Mississippi and 
Tennessee rivers, where the rebel forces are, 
are Union City, twenty miles back of Island 
No. 10; Humboldt and Jackson on the Mo- 
bile and Ohio Railroad; Corinth, Miss., on 
the Mississippi Central Railroal; and Grand 
Junction, fifty miles East of Memphis. The 
largest force is supposed to be at Corintb, 
where Beauregard commands, and in this 
vicinity the first battle will probably be 
fought. 

Corinth, to which our eyes are turned a* 
the probable theater of the battle that iB to 
decide the fate of the rebellion in tho Mis- 
sisippi Valley, is in Tishimingo county, 
Mississippi, and is situated in a hilly coun- 
try, dotted by spurs of the Apalachian range. 
It is the junction of the Memphis and Char- 
leston and Mobile and Charleston Railroads, 
and forms the intact communication of the 
Alantic and Gulf seabords. It forms the 
right wing o( Beauregard’s lino for the de- 
fense of Memphis, the left resting at Jack 
son, Tennessee Expelled from Corinth, the 
right wing of the rebels would probably fall 
back upon Grand Junction, the converging 
point of the Memphis and Charleston and 
Mississippi Central Railroads, forty-one miles 
from Corinth, and fifty two from Memphis. 

The rebels continue fortiflying at Corinth. 
Beauregard remains in command there in 
person. Prisoners say they have sixty 
thousand thero now, and will have one hun- 
dred thousand within a week. 

Tho latest advices from Gen. Burnside, 
to tho effect that he has taken peaceable 
possession of Beaufort and invented Fort 
Macop, which in garrisoned by aVoet five 
hnntf,.<l rebel*. As thev are cut' off from 
11 supplies, they must starve or Surrender 
soon, and it is not probable that their devo- 
tad to the Confederacy will induce them to 
die by inches. 

Lato advices from Gen. Buell states that 
he is in command of the Federal army 
within fifteen miles of Corinth, Mississippi, 
at which point the rebels are intrenched. 
Brigadier-General Dumont is in command 
»t Nashville. 

The Nashville correspondent of the Chi, 
cago Times reports railroad communication 
to Louisville was fully restored. 

The Chattanooga road, which was nearlv 
destroyed by the rebels in their fl : ght, is 
fully repaired as far as Murfreesboro’, and 
is now being stocked from the North. 

It has been strongly urged on Gov John- 
son to levy a taxon the Secession merchants 
of Nashville and vicinity to repair the 
bridges destroyed by Fbiyd. 

The Fourteenth Kentucky Regimenti 
Colonel Cochran, arrived at Louisville from 
the Big Sandy River by tho steamer Boston 
on Saturday and are enpauiped at Preston 
Wood. 

A dispatch dated Manassas, March 29th 
savs: 



Flag Presentation. — It was announced 
on Saturday that the loyal ladies of this 
community bad prepared a magnificent flag 
for the Thirty-third Indiana Regiment, 
which would be presented that day on the 
College Lawn. At the appointed hour a 
very large concourse of spectators — ladies 
aDd gentlemen — assembled at the place de- 
signated, but owing to the inclemency of the 
weather, the ceremonies were postponed un- 
til Monday morning. Monday was bright 
and beautiful, and the College steps at an 
early hour presented a gay and brilliant ap- 
pearance, having assembled upon them the 
beauty and fashion of the city. This regimeDt 
had distinguished itself at the battle of Wild 
Cat, was among the first that came to Ken 
lucky, and a f ter severe toil and decimination 
by disease and slaughter, returned to this 
city io rest and restore the sinking health of 
the worn ineo. Their good behavior during 
heir stay bore, together with their daring 
in the field, had enlisted the warmest syra 
pathies of our citizens, particularly of the 
loyal ladies, who deemed it proper to tender 
to them a testimonial of their high regard, 
and they therefore prepared for them the 
beautiful flag which *a< presented on this 
occasion. At a few minutes beforo 11 o’- 
clock, the regiment reached the city and 
marched to the College Lawn, where the 

presentation toa^ ptece. 

The speech in behalf of the ladies was 
delivered by D. 0. Wickliffe, Esq., editor of 
the Observer & Reporter, and the response 
upon the part of the regiment was from Col. 
Coburn, its accomplished commander. [Mr. 
Wickliffe being now absent from the city is 
not responsible for this notice ] To say that 
these speeches would favorably compare 
with the best delivered on similar occasions, 
in any locality, would but echo the opinion 
justly expressed by the hundreds who de 
lightedly beard and applauded them. They 
were both of the most patriotic aDd stirring 
character, and delivered in a masterly and 
impressive manner. We have rarely seen 
so large a crowd more attentive, or appa 
rently more interested in the delivery of 
public addresses on any occasion. The 
speech of Mr. Wickliffe covered tho whole 
ground of most interest to the public just 
now, tracing the great Rebellion through Us 
course of blood and ruin to the present time, 
denouncing its aiders and abettars, closing 
with tho declara'inn of opinion that it was 
rapidly drawing to a close by a full and 
complete triumph of the Union forces. In 
handing over the splendid llag, ho oomph 
inented in a becoming manner the brave and 
accomplished Col. Coburn and his gallant 
mon, for their chivalric conduct cn the field 
of battle, expressing the belief that it could 
not be entrusted to better or moro patriotic 
hands. Col. Coburn’s reply was earnest, 
patriotic and noble in sentiment, moving at 
times his auditors almost to tears. His 
speech evidenced that he was not only a man 
of cultivation but a patriot and soldier of the 
highest order. He assured the ladies that 
the magnificent flag they had presented to 
his rogiment should b» well taken- care of, 
no matter Wk.t should beta] them, and that 

in the end it should be placed in the archives 
of Indiana side by side with those brought 
from Rich Mountain, Roanoke, Pea Ridge 
and the many other fields of glory where 
her soldiers had so lately honorably figured. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies tho 
regiment gave three cheers for Kentucky, 
three for the Union, three for the flag and 
three for the ladies of Lexington, when the 
band broke in with tho cheering notes of the 
Star Spangled Banner and Yankee Doodle. 
The music during the ceremonies was alto- 
gether enlivening and highly acceptable, 
Saxton’s fine Cornet Band being present to- 
gether with the excellent hand attached to 
the regiment. 

It was our desire to lay before our readers 
this morning in full the admirable speeches 
delivered on this interesting occasion, but it 
was out of our power to obtain them. We 
hope to be able to publish them in our next.

The News from Florida i 3 of a mo 3 t 
cheermg character. An important meeting 
was held at Jacksonville on the 20th ult., 
ini TcMoiuiijfSstdopted, tfeclairing that the 
secession of FloncfSssVvas without consent 
of the people, and therefore null and void; 
that the people recognize the fact that a 
State cannot secede from tho Union, and 
the protection of the Government The 
proclamation of Gen. Sherman will not be 
without its effect in stimulating the new 
devotion of tho people to the Union. It 
declares tho purpose of the Government to 
be the enforcement of Constitutional ob- 
ligations and a restoration of the authority 
of tho Government. 

Western Florida will doubtless offer more 
resistance, and a decided defeat will be nec- 
essary to convince them of the error of 
their ways and bring them to that happy- 
frame of mind which characterizes their 
brethren of the Eastern portion of the State. 
This they are likely to have immediately, 
as we hear that our expedition has sailed 
to attack Apalachicola, which is said to ho 
defended by 3.000 of the Confederates. 
Unless they display more bravery than the 
mob that garrisoned Fort Clinch their num- 
bers will not be formidable to our vic- 
torious troops. 



Retdrned Rebels— Provost Marshal 
Dent, of Loui ville, has been notified by 
Gen Buell to arrest all who have served in 
or wiih the rebellion and to cause them to 
take the oath of sllegiar.ee and giro bonds 
for their future good conduct. Iithiscourse 
is declined, they are to he held as prisoners 
of war. In noticing this order, the Journal 
says we daily hear of persons returning to 
our State who have held military positions 
in the Confederate army. All such should 
be reported to the Provost Marshal that he 
may take the necessary action in the case. 

While upon this subject let us say it is be- 
coming daily more evident that Lexington 
should not only have a Provost Marshal as 
well as Louisville, but that the order qt Gen. 
Buell or one perhaps more rigid should be 
str.ctly enforced. If some such steps be 
not taken at an early day we apprehend we 
shall have no little annoyance to encounter 
from returned rebels. We don’t want them 
among us atjll unless they can come back 
jna proper spirit. They left Kentucky to 
jom'an invading rebel army to fight her 
loyal'soDs, a d let them stay away unless 
they cad return upon such terms as may le 
held out to- them by tho Government they 
have struggled in vain to destroy. Lot them 
come forward boldly and conform to the 
requisitions of the law, and not slink in as 
hunted outcasts and stealthily continuo to 
work evil and plot mischief. Our armies 
had as well ihy down their arms at once, if 
every rebel^foe who becomes tired of his 
soldier duties, is permitted to return unmo- 
lested, at pleasure, to a Union community, 
and renew his conspiracies aud sow dissen- 
tions.

That hard campaign prostrated 
him by lung fever, which disabled him from 
active service as a soldier, and he then at- 
tached himself to the quartermaster’s de- 
partment, in which capacity this sad fate has 
befallen him. He immediately received the 
kindest attention from Mrs. Bennett, at the 
toll gate, to whose house he was instantly 
taken, and the medical services of Dr. L. B. 
Todd, who was in the Ticinity, at once se- 
cured, and ail was done that could be, to al- 
leviato his sufferings. His friends at home 
may rest assured that all that careful atten- 
tion and medical skill could accomplish was 
done for the unfortunate deceased. 



A Soldier Shot. — On Sunday night a 
soldier belonging to a company of Col. Co- 
burn’s regiment stationed at the Fair 
Grounds, came to the city without leavo 
when a guard was dispatched for him. Upon 
being arrested he refused to return, broke 
away from the guard and attempted to make 
his oscape when he was shot in 6ome por- 
tion of the body, and died in a short time 
after. We understand that the guard who 
shot him states that it was not his intention, 
in shoot either to kill or wound him, but 
merely to frighten him into subjugation 
though big orders were to bring him back 
dead or alive.

— Some 35 rebel pris- 
oners, from the vicinity of Cumberland Gap, 
arrived in this city yesterday, and were sent 
by the afternoon train to Louisville. One 
of these prisoners, we understand, is a Cap- 
tain, who was captured by young Mr. Foley, 
of this county, attached to Capt. Stephens’ 
company.

TELEGRAPHIC ITEMS. 

Washington, March H3. — Information re 
ceived here shows that our army was at 
Strasburg this morning, and that the retreat 
of the oneiny was a flight. 

No details of the battle at Winchester 
have teen received yet. The officers of the 
army and correspondents wore too busy yes- 
terday pursuing the rebels to find time to 
give information to the public regarding the 
battle. 

Our army encamped last night several 

miles distant from any telegraph station. 

General Shields has received a despatch 
from Major General Banks, dated 5 miles 
beyond Strasburg. 

The enemy are still in retreat, md our 
forces in hot pursuit. 

The loss of the rebels must have been 
enormous. They have abandoned their 
wagons all along the road, filled with' the 
dead and dying. 

The houses on the route are found crowd- 
ed, with the wounded and dead. 

The dwellings in the towns adjacent to 
the battle field of Sunday are also found fil- 
led with the wounded. The inhabitants 
aided the rebels in carrying off their wound- 
ed duriDg the day and in burying them as 
quick as they died. Our artillery raakeB 
terrible havoc among the enemy in their 
flight, and the route bids fair to be one of 
the most dreadful of the war.

Washington, March 25. — Tho commis- 
sion appointed by General Wool to enquire 
into the condition of vagrants or contra- 
bands, say, in their official report, that they 
started with the general proposi'ion that the/-i 
military havo nut only the right, but it is * 
among its highest duties to avail itself of eny 
and ali means vfGhin,' its control to perfect 
its discipline, render its position secure, and 
make it effective for an advance against an 
enemy, and for these ends it has a light to 
compel service or use from anything animate 
or inanimate, which a miliiary necessity de- 
mands. At the same timo they consider 
that necessity is the only proper measure hy 
which this power can bo exercised. 

The number of contrabands given as 1,508 
are thus distributed: At Fort Monroe 691, 
at Camp Hamilton 743, at Camp Butler, 
Newport Nows, 74.

Cairo, March 25. — An arrival from Mem~ 
phis says that two hundred Federal prison- 
ers in that city had been made the victims of 
much abuse at Ijic hands of their guards. 
One of them was shot for looking out of m 
window of tho prison.

Wallace, on Tuesday night visited Adams- 
villa, eight miles from the Landing where a 
large body of Secesh were reported to be 
concentrated. Arriving they found the birds 
had flown. The Confederates wore impres- 
sing every able-bodied man into the service, 
and citizens were fieeiDg to the forest to 
avoid impressment. A strong Union senti- 
ment pr. vails in that region, and a regimont 
composed of loyal Tennesseeans exclusively 
was offered to Gen. Grant. 

A resident of Paducah has just returned 
from Now Orleans, which place he left a 
week ago last Tuesday. His loyalty being 
undoubted, he was passed to Jackson, Ten- 
nessee, by the Confederate authorities, 
whence he escaped to the Federal lines, and 
merched to his home in safety.
